THE ME£LITARY CONTRIBUTION. 

To-day (September 11) we print on in- 
teresting correspondonco that bas passed 
between Unofticial membors of the Hong- 
kong Legielutive Conncil nnd Government 
on queation of Lord Ripon’s last Military 
Contribution despatch. Tho correspon- 
donce is, io effect, a unanimous protest 
by tho Unofficials against the torm ‘re.

aa aro practically muuicipal rates applied 
to muvicipnl purposes, the discrimination 
being poiuted ont a6 wpplying in (he Straits 
Settlements on’ account of the existence of 
Municipalities. It-ia heid by the Hongkong 
Unofficiala thet a sum of abont $700,000 
should’ bo removed from tho operation of 
tho Contribution ratio, as that amount is 
Isvied aod expended exolosively on 
Monicipal purposca, The protestors go on 
to point out that hosvy Mouicipal public 
‘works, Owing to the subtraction of ravennes 
necessary to meet the contribution, havo 
had to bo raised by loans, -atill g burden on 
the finances of that Colony, They further 
show that owing to the retrenchment in 
the meintenance of public buildings, many 
of those are now condemped snd will have 
to be rebuilt at great expense. probably 
only by the incnrring of further obligations 
in the way of louns. After indicating how 
eatiefactory it is to have tke exchanga ques- 
tion eliminated ly the ratio principle, and 
stating that the advantago will probably lio 
with the Home Goveroment in tho re- 
covery of exchange aud in the possible 
expansion of the Colonie] revenne, tho 
Unofticials procecd to pat their foot down 
bard over the matter of militery buildings, 
whore constrection hae neither becn refer- 
red to tho rate-payers or to their repre- 
sentatives, Any claim on this account will 
be deeply resented and tho WUnofticinla 
notify the Governmont that it will bo op- 
posed by them in Couucil.

AN, INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE 
i - STAMP. 

At is reported that the Frenoh Minister of 
Commerce intends to invite the States be- 
longing to tha Postal Unica to adopt an 
international postage stamp, The thing 
would certainly be a great conveniencs to 
the general public, although philatelists 
would, no doubt, bewail the limitation of 
their harveat fields in future. Convenient, 
however, though the thiag would be, there 
is @ very serioua difficulty in the way. 
Postage stamps ara, in themselves, mere 
worthleas picoos of paper, made valuable, 
however, like currenoy wotes, d5 the 
Tmagio touch of a Government stamp. 
In the event of tha adoptiow of inter- 
notional: postsge stamps, it would, use 
less apeoial precautivns were taken, always 
be possible for a dishonest Power to atamp 
an unlimited sumber of postege stampa and 
dispense them in the place of cuin to ita 
people, who would dispors of them abroad, 
and thus bring foreign money into the Btate 
in teturm for the meré value of the paper of 
the postage stamps. The idea, at. present, 
is to‘have only 25 cents stamps made inters 
national, -ond, ia order-to avert any possibi- 
lity of unfairnéss; it fs suggested that thers 
should be «Central Internation! Burean at 
Borne; where-the 26c. stamps should be 
made and apportiuned among the sevoral 
States sosording to population. The States 
would then ‘acll them as they do their 
national stampa. ae ~ 

Adiffoully, however, has arisen in connee- 
tion with the proposal, Tho difference bee 
tween 2jd. in England and” 26 centimes in 
the Latin Union ia comparatively slight, 
but the fluctuations in the rate of exchange, 
especially in Suuth America, are more sori- 
ous, and if peoplo could there-buy stampa 
with depreciated silver or. paper, Europsan 
boot offices might sensibly suffer, It is true 
that this objection applies to the reply post 
cards, but they ars liltle used. -- :

THE MAHOMMEDAN REBELLION, 


The Chinese Mahommedans claim that 
the province of Kensa vas the part of 
China first inhabited by their ancestors, 
who fn large namber had left Samarcand — 
now a pert of Rassian Tarkeatan—about 
the middle of the eighth contury on « raid 
uoder the chiefisin Seyed Wakhad, who 
had been prévailed upon to afford ‘dscietance 
to mgoncral of the Tang dynasty, then 
epgeged in euppreesiog a rebollion’ in the 
province. It took many yeure to restore 
order, and in the meantime many of Sayed 
Wakhad’s followers took unto themselves 
wives from amongst tho natives of the 
district, end when the rebellion waa even= 
tually completely suppressed and the Bok- 
hariots were questioned os to their desire to 
return’ to Samaroand, they preferrai ‘to 
stay in Chinn with their wives und. fuunilios, 
their reply being ‘* Tar-gan,—We elny,” 
from which originated their designation, 
Torgani, or, aa it became in process of tine 
corrapted, Toogani. By thie term the 
Chinese followers of Mahomet are now 
distinguished from their Buddhist follow 
subjects by the Mussulmsns of Central 
Asia. 

It is in Kavgu that the Jargest numbor of 
Tongauis are found, these in northern, 
eastern, central and acuth-weatern China 
being offsboots of the Kansu eottlera, Be- 
ing atrangers both as reyarda race and ro- 
ligion in tho land of thoir adoption, it was 
but natural that the Tougania should form 
themselves into ex.lusiva bodies, living to- 
gether in villages and towus altogether 
separated from those not of the Mahum- 
medan persunsi-n, and as they gradually 
increased in number ‘and were forced on. 
various acconnts to take up thoir reaidenco 
in citios ond towns amongst the Crinese, 
they yet Awelt in epocial quartera apart 
from Confucianists and Buddhiste, forming 
no. cxelusive Mahommedan settlement, 
Evon in those parts of China to which they 
penetrated in small nombers, 80 that they 
perforco lived in the same street with those 
of other religions, yet he M bommeduns 
cont to exclusively occupy one side 
of tho street. This oexclusivencss and 
complete separation led to endless trouble, 
which was intensificd by their following 
customs and practices enforced by Islamiam 
which were in marked variance with those 
of tho Baddbists, until there was ao decid. 
ed an sotagonism that the Tunganis «era 
driven to exclusivoncss and aombiastion 
more’ than ever for their own safety, while 
the hatred and distrast of theie opponents 
in roligion was increased. ‘Thanks tu hero- 
dity the Tonganis were moatly: successfal 
in any outbreak that touk place, although 
vastly inferior in numbers to their antago~ 
nists. ‘Tho Chinese officials of cuurse took 
the Buddbis‘s’ sida ogainst the Mahom- 
medans and lost no opportanity of oppresa- 
ing and rebbing the latter, denying them 
any semblanos of justice in disputes with 
the former, so that thore was good ciuse 
for hatred against the mandarins. This 
feeling ga’heted in intensity until it be» 
came a recognised thing that a deadly fend 
existed not only botwecn the Mabommedans 
and Buddhis‘a on roligivua grounds, but 
between Muhommedans and the Chinese 
officiala on account of ‘the great oppres- 
sion to which the former wera cubjected, 

In Kavsu, where the Mahommediuns form 
so large a portion of the population, « fede- 
ration of the towns nnd villages was effected 
under their own chicfs and tipaos, and there

thirdly, to handicap India: opium to 
the great advantage of ‘the native 
deog, in which many of the highest 
officials in the Empire have an im- 
Portant but illegal interest. The great 
British opium iwportera loat no time in 
bringing the subject tu the atten ion of the 
authorities, but little was duns by their 
Tepresentatives in China in the matter. 
The Indian Guvernment, however, eras not 
so slow (9 move and strong representations 
wero at ita instance forwarded: to Peking, 
Pointing out the irregalarity of tho proposed 
measury. Tho result has been the collapse 
of the entire littlescheme, Tho office which 
was opened in Shanghai at tho back uf the 
opium dealers’ guild, by the advice of a 
foreign adviser of the Chinese, was shut up 
acoupls of dase ago, and the mandarins’
